Calf Housing 


Calf housing the most visible 
and most variable basic component 
calf health management pro- 
gram. student calf health 
management, the variety calf 
housing use appears endless and 
the opportunity for confusion 
evaluating great. This because 
calf housing common use today 
the end result consideration 
number parameters, not just calf 
health. Other factors that enter into 
the selection processes when calf 
housing decisions are made include 
local climatic conditions, the avail- 
ability raw material, previous 
notable successes failures calf 
management, calf numbers, space 
limitations, esthetics, labor require- 
ments and availability funds. 
Obviously, light all these diverse 
parameters universally “best” model 
for calf housing cannot advanced. 

While recognizing the validity 
the above parameters concerning calf 


housing, this article will limit itself 
primarily the impact calf hous- 
ing systems calf health manage- 
ment. Indeed, substantial. 

The link between calf health and 
calf housing becomes most apparent 
when calf health observed over 
period years ina number opera- 
tions with diverse housing facilities 
and climates, yet otherwise similar 
calf health management practices. 
After such observations becomes 
obvious that designing modify- 
ing calf housing systems can 
synonymous with practicing preven- 
tive medicine. 

This article will focus selected 
principles and aspects calf housing 
that are directly applicable large 
drylot dairies their heifer replace- 
ment program.

and outdoor. Indoor housing im- 
plies building with solid walls 
within which number calves are 
kept. Because calf excretions, the 
heat and moisture generated 
calves, and indoor-outdoor tempera- 
ture gradients such structures require 
insulated walls and ceilings, ventila- 
tion systems and climate control de- 
vices maintain air quality 
consistent with good health. Indoor 
housing usually works best with 
all-in/all-out type calf raising 
common among veal operations. 

Indoor housing relatively in- 
flexible calf numbers increase 
decrease because the fixed build- 
ing size and ventilation capacity. 
The cost construction mandates 
relatively high calf density when 
indoor housing selected. High 
density calf population greatly in- 
creases the likelihood for disease 
problems. Indoor calf housing should 
avoided least until outdoor 
housing systems have been investi- 
gated when new calf housing facili- 
ties are being considered. 

Outdoor calf housing usually in- 
volves structures for either the indi- 
vidual calf groups calves which 
moderate environmental extremes, 
while not directly controlling air 
temperature humidity. Such struc- 
tures usually have roof for protec- 
tion from precipitation unrelenting 
sunlight and one more solid sides 
for protection from undesirable wind. 
Most outdoor housing can modi- 
fied seasonally where necessary 
ensure that the calf calves stay 
clean, dry and comfortable year 
round. Outdoor housing typically 
lower density than indoor housing 
and allows for better quality air than 
usually possible with total con- 
finement housing. 

Calf health problems are much 
easier control low density 
outdoor housing than with higher 
density indoor housing. Building 
costs and sophistication typically 
are less with outdoor housing. Low 
density outdoor housing occa- 
sionally described “more forgiving” 
than indoor housing.

The following 
aspects will discussed specifically 
because their particular relevance 
this regard; dimensions floor 
air flow roof shade compass 
orientation, and feeding facilities. 

Dimensions: The square footage 
required for each pen varies con- 
siderably depending the type floor 
used the pen. Pens with wood slats 
expanded metal bottoms, because 
cost and slippery surfaces, should 
large enough for the calf get 
and down and turn around yet not 
large increase the likelihood 
injury from slipping. Manure 
build-up should not problem 
that should pass through the floor. 

Pens intended sit sloped 
ground surfaces need mini- 
mum ft. (4’ 8’). Partitioning 
the pen offer shelter from severe 
cold weather reduces the available 
square footage within the pen perime- 
ter. When the pen partitioned 
when significant precipitation and 
slow drying conditions problem, 
individual pen sizes need in- 
creased range from sq. ft. 
per calf with minimum ft. 
within the sheltered space. 

Calf pen sides should high 
enough discourage calves from 
attempting jump out. Four foot 
sides appear optimal for baby 
calves. 

Pen floors: Floors for individual 
pens vary their potential for 
stressing calves. Metal floors and 
wood slats are most stressful while 
dry, dust free bedding least stress- 
ful. Coarse sand pea gravel 
sloped ground intermediate its 
effect young calves. 

Expanded metal wood slat floor 
work well for healthy calves; however, 
experience has shown that weak 
calves, large calves and sick calves 
poorly them.

Surprisingly, calves housed out- 
doors hutches that sit sloped 
ground very well with coarse sand 
pea gravel the only bedding. 
The sand should coarse enough 
that doesn’t adhere the calf’s 
mouth and nose yet not coarse 
that appears uncomfortable lay 
on. should cover the entire pad that 
the pen sits least thick. 
With the pen distribution system 
shown the accompanying picture 
this material only needs stirring 
between batches calves with 
nothing being removed and only 
occasionally needing resurfacing. For 
this bedding system work optimally 
least sq. ft. pens are required 
and calves should held these 
pens only for the first days life. 
Holding older calves with greater 
feed consumption will require larger 
pens more frequent resurfacing. 

The pen bottom must main- 
tained such that the calf stays clean 
and dry calf health 
maintained. 

Airflow: Individual calf housing 
must designed allow adequate 
air flow when needed for cooling and 
drying the pen, yet provide shelter for 
the calves from cold winds. mild 
climates the calf hutches shown the 
accompanying photographs work 
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well year round. For more severe 
climates, may necessary parti- 
tion the pen the winter and remove 
the partition during hot weather. 
extremely hot humid climates both 
enlarging and elevating the roof and 
replacing solid sides with wire panels 
works well. Stagnant air and damp- 
ness need minimized. 

Roof Shade: Outdoor calf pens 
must least partly covered 
roof provide protection from sun- 
light and precipitation. varying 
the roof’s size, height, porosity, slope 


ia 
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and its placement over the pen’s 
perimter, the conditions within the 
pen can modified control its 
temperature, dryness, and air move- 
ment. Offering choice shade 
direct sunlight each calf more 
desirable for calf health than con- 
finement one the other. 

Compass Orientation: The success 
outdoor housing great extent 
depends its design and placement 
with respect the compass co- 
ordinates. The angle and intensity 
the sun’s rays reaching the various 
parts the calf pen vary predictably 
with each hour the day and from 
season season. Likewise air move- 
ment patterns across the compass 
coordinates within area vary dur- 
ing each day and seasonally with 
some regularity. The comfort the 
calf (lack stress) and the dryness 
and temperature the pen toa large 
extent can controlled recogniz- 
ing these facts nature and taking 
advantage them when pens are 
designed positioned. The following 
are some useful generalizations con- 
cerning compass orientation.
